Koenig told how he and his ship had 
lain on the bottom of the 
English 


channel ne whole night, how he and 
his men had played a graphaphone at 
the bottom of the sea, how they had 
drunk champaigne and had eaten the 
best of foods, how the vessel had 
travelled 3,800 miles, and only sub- 
merged for a few hours, about 90 
miles under the surface, during his 
entire trip. 


His written statement 
announces, 


that the "Bremen" a sister vessel, 
owned by the same concern as the 
Leutchland, will follow his ship. By 
his record, the German 
government 


now forsees the collapse of the Eng- 
lish starvation plan. "The sea will 
not be shut again," Captain Koenig's 
statement says. 


He went down one or two times in 


the North Sea for a few hours, Koe- 
nig declaretl in relating history, but 
wo traveled only 90 miles in all un- 
der water. 
We spent four days in 


the English Channel, lying on the 
bottom o»>e whole night there because- 
the weather was foggy. 
No 
one 


saw us, and we cited no war ships, 
only cruisers and destroyers. 


It was my first long voyage in a 


•nib-marine, although I had made sev- 
ral trial trips in the 
Deutchland. 


There wa:; no fear in the experience. 
We- left Germany on the 
23rd of 


lune, had bad weather only one day, 
»nd traveled a total distance of about 
J.800 miles. 
It got rather close in- 


side during much weather, but it was 
all right when the ports were open. 
The Ucutrhluml can go down 300 feet 
und slay there four days if necessary. 


This trip was a practical demon- 


stration of the ability of the subma- 
rines to pas.s the British blockade. 
We export great

from our venture. We can carry a 
cargo of 1000 tons, although this time 
we had only l.'iO tons.

travelled 3,800 miles, and only sub- 
merged for a few hours, about 90 
miles under the surface, during his 
entire trip. 


His written statement 
announces, 


that the "Bremen" a sister vessel, 
owned by the same concern as the 
Leutchland, will follow his ship. By 
his record, the German 
government 


now forsees the collapse of the Eng- 
lish starvation plan. "The sea will 
not be shut again," Captain Koenig's 
statement says. 


He went down one or two times in 


the North Sea for a few hours, Koe- 
nig declaretl in relating history, but 
wo traveled only 90 miles in all un- 
der water. 
We spent four days in 


the English Channel, lying on the 
bottom o»>e whole night there because- 
the weather was foggy. 
No 
one 


saw us, and we cited no war ships, 
only cruisers and destroyers. 


It was my first long voyage in a 


•nib-marine, although I had made sev- 
ral trial trips in the 
Deutchland. 


There wa:; no fear in the experience. 
We- left Germany on the

»nd traveled a total distance of about 
J.800 miles.
